An orchard heating and oil stor- 


age survey is to be', conducted jn 
citrus growing areas of California 
during the coming orchard heating 
season, according to plans of Floyd 
D. Young, federal 
meteorologist, 


with headquarters in Pomona. This 
will be the first survey of its kind 
since 1931. 


In preparation for the survey, 25,- 


000 cards are. now being printed at 
the government printing office in 
Washington, D. C. 


Purpose of the survey is to deter- 


minte the numebr of acres of citrus, 
the percentage of heated, the kinds 
of heaters used, number of heaters 
to the acre, and to get other infor- 
mation on which to base recommen- 
dations for storage facilities in the 
citrus districts. The cards will be 
sent to the growers to be filled out.

Whittier Heights Citrus association packinghouse at Puente had 
been closed by union jpicketefs was denied yesterday by Clar- 
ence P. Blatz, association maiiager. The plant is not operating 
this week because the storage (capacity is filled, and the associa- 
tion is waiting for favorable changes in the marketing condi- 
tions, he said. 


This association is one that has 


been having some controversy, with 
labor oiganizers because of the dis- 
charge of a man recently. It wap 
maintained by the manager .that thjis 
discharge of the man was for other 
causes than that of union labor acti*- 
vities. Manager Blatz is one of thfe 
committee members in the manager 
group who has participated in an 
organization that declared for an 
open shop in the citrus packing in- 
dustry.

This organization is known as the 


Agricultural Producers' Labor com-- 
mittee, with offices at 645 Title In* 
surance building, Los Angeles. Ac-- 
cording to a released statement this 
week this organization of managers 
has made an application direct to 
the three members of the national

Postoffice Situation 
Given Explanation 


If congress passes the general om- 


nibus bill, known as the deficiency 
bill, before it adjourns in the next 
few days, Covina will have a new 
postoffice building next year, said 
Robert W. Burns, secretary to Con- 
gressman H. Jerry Voorhis, yester- 
day. 


This statement was prompted by 


the publishing of a news dispatch 
from Washington this week, appear- 
ing in daily newspapers, which list- 
ed numerous localities in the twelfth 
congressional district as being in line 
for new postoffices in connection 
with the seventy-million-dollar fed- 
eral public building program. Those 
localities named in the list, includ- 
ing Baldwin Park, La Verne and 
Puente, are mentioned at this time 
in order that they will be in line for 
appropriation some time in the fu- 
ture, but the dispatch is misleading 
if it holds out immediate hopes to 
these communities for construction 
at any early date. 


Covina, Glendora and Azusa, not 


mentioned in the dispatches this 
week, have long been on the pre- 
ferred list, he said, and buildings 
will be erected in those communi- 
ties before any others are authoriz- 
ed, Secretary Burns said. 


The publishing of a list of towns 


which excluded the names of Co- 
vina, Glendora and Azusa has caus- 


ed some misapprehension. It is ex- 
plained that these towns have been 
recently added to the list as potential 
recipients. Secretary Burns said that 
it is a federal policy to build one 
new postoffice in each congressional 
district each year, and that Covina 
has first place for the coming year 
in this district. 


If prices on locations are boosted 


by owners it will delay the selection 
of a site, Secretary Burns was told 
definitely by the procurement divi- 
sion of the postal department. Where 
this happens condemnation proceed- 
ings must be started, and this gen- 
erally delays the construction for 
about three years. Several sites have 
been tentatively offered in the city of 
Covina, and are thought to be de- 
sirable, but one requirement that has 
not been met is proper sanitary con- 
ditions. Covina has no connections 
with an outfall sewer, and this fact 
works toward an unfavorable con- 
sideration by the procurement divi- 
sion. 


Covina, Glendora, Azusa, Arcadia 


and East Los Angeles are the locali- 
ties most favorably considered, with 
the possibility that East Los An- 
geles, because of its very rapid 
growth, may be given immediate 
consideration for a branch office of 
the Los Angeles city postal system, 
he said.

Under the present system, all of 


the gas-tax money allotted to the 
city of Covina must be used on 
street work on what are termed ma- 
jor highways—San Bernardino road, 
Citrus avenue and Badilol street— 
and as there is no work needed on 
these thoroughfares at this time, the 
money is accumulating in the state 
reasury. 
Widening of Badillo street between 


Citrus avenue and Fourth street was 
to have been done with this money, 
but because of the opposition of 
property-owners who object to giv- 
ing seven feet on each side of the 
roadway, this project has been prac- 
tically abandoned. 


Should the money be made avail- 


able for street sweeping, it will mean 
that money that has heretofore been 
used for this purpose can be used 
in repairing alleys, which have been 
badly in need of repairs for several 
years.

New Age Pension 
in Effect on 
September First 


Applications for old-age pensions 


in Los Angeles county under the re- 
vised Hornblower bill will be ac- 
cepted at once by the eighteen 
branch pension offices, but action 
on them will be delayed until after 
September 1, according to Supervi- 
sor Herbert C. Legg. 


"The law states specifically that 


the liberalized pension eligibility re- 
quirements do not become operative 
until the first day of September," 
Legg explained in discussing reports 
that persons may file on August 27. 


"There is nothing to prevent a 


person over 65 years of age from 
filing today, but we cannot complete 
proof eligibility until after the first 
of next month." 


Elderly persons seeking to qualify 


for the new pensions today were 
urged to contact their nearest wel- 
fare office and to advise themselves 
of the routine. 


There will be no necessity of an 


immediate rush for filing and there 
should be no unnecessary physical 
strain, it was said. Those not in im- 
mediate need of such aid were urged 
to wait a few days until the 10; 
special clerks will have had a chance 
to handle those who might be in 
greater need. 


Men and women above 65 years 


of age who have close relatives able 
to support them will not be able to 
qualify for the $35 a month pension, 
it is announced.

Dangerous, Says 
Health Officer 


Warning of typhoid danger was 


ssued by Dr. J. M. Furstman, dis- 
;rict health officer, to persons who 
lave been swimming in gravel pits 


this vicinity, particularly that 


mown as Horseshoe lake, just west 
of Baldwin Park, and in the pits near 
Peck road and Arrow highway. 


"As yet we have no typhoid in 


this district," said Dr. Furstman, 
'but the situation has us very much 
worried. The water in these pits is 
not safe for drinking and as such is 
not safe for swimming." 


According to Dr. Furstman, sev- 


eral Monrovia high school boys who 
have been swimming in the gravel 
pits have come to his office for ty- 
phoid shots after realizing the pollu- 
tion of the water. 


In addition to the danger of pol- 


luted water, swimming in the pits 
is extremely hazardous because cf 
the depths of the water. There are 
no guards, no dressing rooms or 
sanitary facilities. Children who 
have been allowed to go there to 
swim are constantly exposed to dan- 
ger.

County Fire Warden Spence D. Turner 


says that the, next month is the crucial tune 
in the mountains. He makes a plea to every- 
one to use' unusual care in the lighting and 
throwing/ away of cigarettes. Each respon- 
sible citizen in the mountains is asked to 
watch others and to warn of carelessness. The

The Argus suggestion to citizens is that, if 


you have young people with you in the moun- 
tains you do not simply warn them to be 
careful with fires, but spend a few minutes 
impressing on them the reason for caution. 

Explain why it is 
that fires denude mountain sides, cause ero- 
sion in time of rains, choke up the canyons, 
divert streams, oftentimes causing great loss 
of property values and at times loss of lives. 
You may think that young people should 
know all these facts without being told. But 


That Old Balance of Power— "\ 


If nations continue to look upon parts of, 


the- world as potential and deadly enemies, 
then, of course, the expansion of any nation 
is a menace, and must be hindered or sup- - 
pressed. If nations can ever come to realize 
that expansion and progress anywhere is for 
the benefit of all, there will be cooperation in 
bringing about progress wherever and when- 
ever it presents itself. 


Lloyd George, in a syndicated article last 


Sunday, viewed with great alarm the gradual 
conquest of China by Japan, intimating that 
•the nations would be obliged to gang up and 
whip Japan one of these days, if this expan- 
sion is not prevented. Lloyd George, at the 
same time, is one of the foremost advocates 
of world union and cooperation, bu* the old 
British fear of growing power outside of its 
dominion is quite evidently ingrained in even 
its most liberal liberals. 


Japan has to expand. It is a physical neces- 


sity. Japan will attempt to expand, no matter 
how great the opposition, and no matter if she 
faces annihilation in the attempt. The sen- 
sible thing for the nations of the world to do 
is to help her expand, to help her develop in 
her own territory, to help her to breathe new 
vitality into the old and decadent Chinese 
empire. 


It is true that increasing strength in any 


nation constitutes a threat to other nations 
as long as we are in a state of armed national 
competition. But if the world can be visualiz- 
ed as the states of the American union are 
visualized, where the welfare of one state is 
essential to all states, the world can then re- 
joice at prosperity and expansion anywhere, 
and reap some of the benefits.

The Story of the 


Constitational Convention 


of 1787 


BY RAYMOND PITCAIRN 


POWERS OF CONGRESS 


On 'August 17, 1787, members of 
he Convention that drafted our 
Federal Constitution concurred in 
an action that undoubtedly amazed 
every Old World politician. 


They denied the right of an Execu- 
ive to declare war, and proposed 
hat such authority be vested Instead 
n the people 
to be exercised 


hrough elected representatives. 
This was one of many powers of 


Congress discussed during that sig- 
nificant week a century and half 
ago, in sessions held at Independ- 
ence Hall, Philadelphia. 


Others included the right to coin 


money, to fix standards of weights 
and measures, to establish a uniform 
method of naturalization, and — a 
serious problem in those days—to 
combat and punish piracy. 


Most of these proposals were ap- 


proved as they came from the Com- 
mittee of Detail, with little discussion, 
tn the course of the week's proceed- 
ings, however, .many new proposals, 
more or less familiar to students 
of the American Constitution today, 
were offered. 


James Madison, of Virginia, urged 


that Congress be given power "to 
secure to literary authors their copy- 
rights," and "to establish a univer- 
sity." • 


Charles Pinckney, of South Caro- 


lina, proposed Congressional author- 
ity "to grant patents for useful 
inventions," and "to establish semi- 
naries for the promotion of literature 
and the arts and sciences.' 


He offered various other amend- 


ments, some of which later appeared 
in our Bill of Bights. Among the 
Pinckney proposals were the fol- 
lowing: 


"The liberty of the press shall be 


inviolably preserved." 


"The privileges and benefit of 


the writ of Habeas Corpus shall be 
enjoyed in this Government 


"No troops shall be kept up in 


Lime of peace, but by consent of the 
Legislature.' 


"No soldier shall be quartered in 


any house, in time of peace, without 
consent of the owner." 


"The Jurisdiction of the Supreme 


Court shall be extended to all con- 
troversies between the United States 
and an individual State; or the 
United States and the citizens of 
an individual State." 


Further amendments offered that 


week proposed giving Congress powers 
to dispose of unappropriated public 
lands, to institute temporary gov- 
ernments for new 
states, to grant 
charters of incor- 
poration, to fix 
the seat of gov- 
e r n m e n t , to 
assure payment 
of the public 
debt, and to pro- 
vide an advisory 
council for the 
Executive. 


These 
and 


other resolutions 
Elbridge Gerry 


were referred to Committee, many of 
them later, to be incorporated in our 
finished Constitution. 


But it was over the war-making 


power that the most, spirited dis- 
cussion arose among delegates — 
many of whom had served in the 
then recent battles of the Revolution, 


In conformity with the prevailing 


practice in Europe, it had been pro- 
posed that such authority remain 
in the hands of the Executive. 


To this suggestion Elbridge Gerry, 


of Massachusetts, made instar/.t ob- 
jection. 


Indignantly, Gerry protested that 


he had "never expected to hear, in 
'a republic, a motion to empower the 
Executive alone to declare war." 


George Mason, of Virginia, and 


others supported him, and the motion 
was killed. Today the outcome of 
that debate may be seen in Article 
1, Section 8, of the Constitution, 
which assigns to Congress the power 
"To declare War, grant Letters of 
Marque and Reprisal, and make 
Rules concerning Captures on Land 
and Water."

Some of them will 
get into trouble with the government imme- 
diately. In past years they robbed without 
fear of punishment. The government has 
made great strides in protecting the investor, 
but there must be individual caution and re- 
sistance to go along with the new laws and 
regulations. It still is a fact that the govern- 
ment cannot protect the individual from going 
back onto the sucker list.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 


COVINA FIXING THE RATES

TAXES 
AND 
LEVYING 


TAXES FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 
BEGINNING JULY 1, 1937. 


The City Council of the City of 


Covina does ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. That for the purpose

Dealing with the concrete ways in 


which a number of banks have met 
particular phases of their public re-

problems, 
the 
American 


Bankers' association has issued the 
second study in its newly establish- 
ed series on "Public Relations for 
Banks." 


The various cases presented, says 


the study, "compositely suggest how 
all the major aspects of a bank's 
activity may be made tn play a part 
in bringing about better public rela- 
tions for it. The approach to public 
relations for banks is a manifold 
problem, not one to be met by a 
single method or particular device 
for creating popular good-will to- 
ward a bank, out of hand. 


"In times past it sometimes ap- 


peared to be thought that it was 
solely the duty of the loaning and 
investing officers to make money for 
the bank, and the sole duty of ad- 
vertising and publicity departments 
to make popularity for it. Their real 
identity of purpose was not fully 
manifest—namely, to pain for the 
bank a sound place hi the good-will 
of the people of its community as a 
useful business service. Now, how- 
ever, it is more clearly seen that 
almost every one of a bank's func- 
tions has an active role in any effec- 
tive scheme for developing a better 
public attitude toward the bank in- 
dividually or toward banking and 
bankers. 


"It is felt that the strongest de- 


fense of banking as a whole against 
attacks and encroachments is the 
establishment by banks generally of 
confidence, esteem and loyalty to- 
ward them as local 
institutions 


among their own people by means 
of good banking and popular under- 
standing of its place and value in the 
life of the community." 


The booklet stresses particularly 


the value of informative newspaper 
advertising in promoting public un- 
derstanding and favorable attitudes 
toward banking.

State Prison at 
Chino Approved 
by Governor 


With the signing of appropriation 


bills by Governor Merriam, Pacific 
Colony for the feeble-minded and a 
new state prison at Chino receive 
unds that will reach a maximum of 
$3,000,005 'or construction. 


Expectations are that the first unit 


of the prison, which is to be for first 
offenders, will be started this sum- 
mer. The $2,000,000 in state funds 
will be supplemented by $1,527,695 
in federal money. 


Set up in seven WPA projects, the 


construction program calls for erec- 
tion of accommodations for 3500 
prisoners in five large cell blocks 
and 59 dormitories at a total cost of 
$9,581,143, of which the state is to 
pay $5,866,210. 


The buildings are to be of concrete 


construction. 
Plans also cull for 


landscaping of the 1300-acre site, a 
part of the extensive holdings of the 
American Crystal Sugar company. 


Expectations are that additions at 


Pacific Colony also will be started 
soon. Generally speaking, plans call 
for five ward buildings, .each to ac- 
commodate 80 patients, with furnish- 
ings, $400,000; two custodial build- 
ings for defective delinquents, each 
with c capacity of 100, with furnish- 
ings, $260,000; development of ade- 
quate water supply and provision for 
future development, $200,000.

"The application referred to the 


short harvest season, factors not un-

gaining with labor. 


"In specialty crops which must be 


harvested in a few days' time, hastily 
called strikes might result in com- 
plete loss of income for an entire 
year and the ruin of the fanners 
involved."

Foresters Drop 
Eggs From Planes 


When you can toss 108 eggs out of 


a plane and lower them 500 feet in. 
a home-made parachute with only 
slight damage to two of the hen fruit 
—that's news! Forest rangers who 
are carrying on a series of experi- | 
ments in lowering supplies from 
planes to a camp of fire fighters are 
sure that the old hen has not been 
given credit for the lopsided sturdi- 
ness of her product. 


These experiments are to deter- 


mine methods and materials by 
which supplies could be lowered by 
simple yet effective parachutes in 
regions where ground transportation 
has not been highly developed. The 
most effective so far seem to be a 
burlap wool sack, opened up and 
tied in the four corners to shrouds 
17 feet long. Such a "chute" is very 
cheap, can be made in less than five 
minutes, can be used repeatedly, and 
will lower about 100 pounds of some 
items.
